REPORT. 


Comparatively  little  of  special  interest  has  occurred 
in  the  history  of  the  pupils  of  this  Asylum  during  the 
year  ending  with  December,  1876.  The  number  of 
male  pupils  was  17,  and  of  female  19,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year’.  Dive  males  and  four  females  were 
admitted,  and  eight  males  and  nine  females  left,  thus 
closing  the  year  with  14  male  and  14  female  pupils ; 
there  were  also  10  out-door  workers. 

The  general  condition  of  the  pupils  has  been  a 
healthy  one.  Our  valued  medical  attendant,  Dr.  Dew, 
has  felt  himself  obliged,  from  press  of  other  engage- 
ments, to  retire  from  his  office.  In  so  doing  he  has  the 
hearty  thanks  of  the  Committee  for  the  kindly  attention 
ho  always  gave  in  cases  of  sickness. 

He  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  Arthur  Prichard,  whose  name 
is  well  known  through  two  generations,  as  also  that  of 
his  maternal  relative,  Mr.  Estlin,  amongst  the  medical 
benefactors  of  this  Asylum. 

Mr.  Prichard’s  services  have  been  called  for  in  two 
or  three  cases  of  unusual  severity.  He  has  revived  a 
long  discontinued  custom  of  the  medical  officer  by 
giving  us  himself  a report.  Before  reading  it  we  will 
beg  to  say  that  the  case  of  a burn,  to  which  he  alludes, 
apneared  at  first  of  a most  serious  character  ; also,  that 
it  received  his  unremitting  attention,  in  which  he  tells 
us  he  was  most  efficiently  supported  by  the  Matron  and 
her  servant,  who  acted  as  nurse.  The  anxious  days 
tided  over  most  happily,  and  the  patient  is  now  nearly 
well. 

The  sale  of  articles  manufactured  by  the  pupils  is  in 
this  year  considerably  in  advance  of  that  preceding.  In 
the  year  ending  with  1875  it  amounted  to  £789  14s.  6d., 
and  for  the  past  year  we  have  to  report  a receipt  of 
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£927  7s.  5d.,  showing  an  increase  of  £137  12s.  lid. 
in  the  value  of  the  articles  sold. 

The  pupils  have  not  been  forgotten  by  the  musical 
profession  : Miss  Parler  has  remembered  them  as  on 
many  former  occasions,  and  the  Clifton  Orchestral 
Society  and  the  Bristol  festival  Choir  provided  seats 
for  them  at  their  season  concerts. 

EXTRACT  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 

In  presenting  my  Report  it  will  scarcely  be  necessary  to 
remind  the  Committee  that  the  state  of  things  during  the  past 
year  has  been  of  an  exceptional  nature  as  far  as  the  Blind 
Asylum  is  concerned.  The  many  changes  in  the  working,  the 
unusually  large  number  of  older  pupils  who  have  left,  and  the 
admission  of  many  younger  ones,  have  all  tended  to  affect  the 
general  working  and  tone  of  the  Institution.  I hope  and 
believe  that  the  changes  which  have  been  made  will  tend 
to  promote  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  pupils, 
and  also  to  raise  the  character  and  increase  greatly  the 
efficiency  of  the  Institution. 

With  these  prefatory  remarks  the  Committee  will  not  be 
surprised  to  find  that  my  report  is  not  quite  as  satisfactory  as 
in  former  years  ; there  has  been  less  read,  and  the  spirit 
manifested  at  times  by  some  of  the  pupils  not  altogether 
such  as  I could  have  wished  ; the  number  of  senior  pupils  who 
have  left  has  proportionably  decreased  the  Communicants,  and 
for  the  same  reason  the  general  attention  and  answering  at 
the  Wednesday  Evening  Catechetical  Lecture  has  not  been  as 
good  as  formerly.  As  regards  the  examination,  the  female 
pupils  were  presented  in  two  classes  : the  first  consisting 
of  six  passed,  with  one  exception,  very  fairly  in  the 
First  Book  of  Kings  ; four  out  of  the  six  read  well,  whilst 
one  who  had  been  in  the  Institution  two  years  did  so  but 
imperfectly.  The  second  class  consisted  of  seven,  some 
of  whom  did  tolerably  well  in  the  earlier  chapters  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles,  whilst  two  of  them  almost  entirely  failed 
both  in  answering  and  reading.  I am,  however,  given  to 
understand  that  there  is  a desire  on  the  part  of  all  to  get  on 
and  do  their  best. 

The  boys  were  also  presented  in  two  classes.  The  first 
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consisting  of  seven,  with  the  exception  of  one  who  had  been 
in  the  Institution  but  three  months,  passed  a very  creditable 
examination  in  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  and  appear  to  be 
getting  on  very  well  with  their  reading.  The  second  class, 
consisting  of  the  youngest  and  dullest,  numbered  six  ; two  of 
these  appear  to  have  but  little  capacity  to  learn  anything, 
whilst  it  is  hoped  that  the  others  in  time  will  make  more  or 
less  progress,  according  to  the  ability  they  possess. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  peculiar  difficulty  and  trial ; 
I trust,  however,  and  believe  that,  with  God’s  blessing 
attending  the  alterations  which  have  been  effected,  a brighter 
future  is  already  beginning  to  dawn  on  the  Institution.

MR.  PRICHARD’S  REPORT. 

As  for  the  last  few  years,  I believe,  there  has  been  no 
medical  report  written  of  the  pupils  in  the  Asylum.  I have 
examined  the  eyes  of  all  that  are  inmates  at  the  present  time, 
and  arranged  them  according  to  the  cause  of  their  blindness. 

There  are  now  (May,  1877)  42  pupils  20  males,  and  22 
females.  Of  these  the  large  number  of  13  are  blind  from  the 

purulent  ophthalmia  of  very  young  children,  a disease  that, 
as  has  been  mentioned  several  times  before  in  these  reports,  is 
usually  amenable  to  proper  treatment.  Six  have  lost  their 
eyes  by  accident ; in  all  of  these  one  eye  only  was  injured  at 
first,  the  other  being  afterwards  sympathetically  affected, 
often  owinv  to  the  patient  neglecting  to  seek,  or  not  following 
medioaTadviee.  Five  are  from  small  pox.  three  of  whom 
were  vaccinated,  and  two  not ; six  became  blind  soon  after 
suft'erin"  from  other  fevers  than  small  pox.  Four  from  eon 
stitutional  weakness  affecting  the  cornea  ; one  from  glanooma  , 
one  through  failure  of  an  operation  for  the  removal  of  cataracts 
four  freon  disease  „f  the  optic  nerve,  two  of  which  were  caused 

by  blows  on  the  head,  and  one  by  water  on  the  bram ; and 
two  can  give  no  account  of  themselves  beyond  that  they  had 
inflammation  when  young.  . , , 
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whitlow,  ono  of  which,  neglected  during  the  patient’s  holiday, 
necessitated  amputation  of  the  finger.  One  of  the  girls  is 
now  getting  well  from  a burn  on  the  back  and  arms.  One 
pupil  has  been  in  the  Infirmary  for  a considerable  time,  suffer- 
i”g_  from  a skin  disease  of  an  obstinate  character ; besides 
which  there  have  been  a number  of  slight  sore  throats  and 
other  common  maladies.  With  these  exceptions  the  health  of 
the  inmates,  especially  of  the  men  and  boys,  has  been  very 
Sood-  Arthur  W.  Prichard.
